Basso Agrees to 
Annual Payments 


Purchase Article to Be With- 
drawn—%$100 Arrangement 
to Continue 


Article 23 in the warrant, asking a sum 
of money to purchase some property from 
Andrew Basso, will be withdrawn at 
town meeting, the Board of Public Works 
having arranged with Mr. Basso to con- 
tinue on the $100 a year payment for five 
years, subject to the approval of the town. 
‘The property would have cost a consider- 
able sum. Mr. Basso signed the agreement 
Wednesday night. It will be necessary to 
build a fence costing about $600. 

The Board has issued its annual recom- 
mendations, treating its various depart- 
ments and the special articles coming 
‘under its jurisdiction. 

The report follows: 

The following appropriations are recom- 
mended by the Board of Public Works to 
care for the departments for which they 
are responsible, also for special articles 
which they are sponsoring. 

Highway Maintenance 

We have pared our Budget this year as 
low as is possible consistent with the 
proper maintenance of the roads. 

If the Budget is cut below the amount 
asked for, it will be impossible to render 
needed service, and any further reduction 
of our present appropriation will place us 
in a position where we cannot adequately 
maintain our roads. 

(The total highway maintenance budg- 
et, last year $50,000, is this year $52240, 
of which $2265 represents the wage in- 
crease. Drops in catch basins, drains, and 
bridges are offset by increases in signs, 
fences, and stonebounds and the new item 
of $325 for rent and light.) 


Highway Construction 
Last year the sum of $12,000.00 was 
asked for Highway Construction. This 
has been reduced to $6,500.00 for 1937, 
a reduction of $5,500.00.

EDITORIAL—VACATION SAFETY 


It is one of the hardest jobs in any 
school system to inculcate into the minds 
of pupils the problem of safety. Pupils 
haye a tendency to ignore the principle of 
safety. They do not realize of what great 
value it is to them. Today practically 
every school in every city and town 
throughout the country has a system 
known as the School Boy Patrol which 
was organized by the American Automo- 
bile Association, or the A.A.A., as it is 
commonly called. This system provides 
that the pupils shall be guided in matters 
of safety by school boys and girls who 
make up this body. In some schools they 
guide the pupils in the corridors as they 
pass from classes; in others they guide 
them along the streets on the way from 
school. 


This system is most efficient and well 
regulated and perhaps many pupils’ lives 
have been saved by the diligence of the 
patrol leaders. Yet, a perhaps greater 
problem faces us; that is the problem of 
safety during vacation time. What are 
these pupils going to do when they are 
free from the care of their leaders? They 
will cut across streets, run in front of 
autos, and do many other foolhardy things 
that hundreds of others have already 
done. Many of these pupils will perhaps 
be killed, maimed for life, or perhaps 
crippled and doomed for the rest of their 
days. Even the mention of it should 
frighten them so that they would try to 
their utmost to obey even the most rigid 
of safety rules. But, no, it is vacation 
time, and did you ever try to make a boy 
try to think of safety rules during vaca- 


tion time? Some boys consider that as 
bad as going to school. 

It is most appropriate that this subject 
be brought up at this time due to the 
coming vacation. It is during these vaca- 
tions that thousands of pupils are killed 
yearly. It is called therefore, the danger 
period for accidents. It is not always the 
motorist who is to blame. Oftentimes ac- 
cidents are due to the needless neglect 
of pedestrians. The people of today are 
always in a hurry to get somewhere. They 
either kill themselves or have to lie in 
hospitals for the rest of their lives for 
just trying to be there a second early. One 
of the most foolish things that Americans 
do each year is to disregard the amazing 
number of accidents and deaths resulting 
from accidents. At the time of the World 
War, Americans were so aroused at the 
number of deaths resulting from the war 
that there were many uprisings and out- 
bursts of demonstrations. It is a true 
statement that more people die each year 
from accidents than were killed in the 
whole World War!

Did you perspire and 
shiver at the same time? And when you 
finally were able to get up, did your legs 
suggest that maybe you d better go back 
to bed again? 

Of course you felt pretty terrible, but 
did you know that great things can come 
from the flu?

frank Hardy was just a young man of 
19 when he first had the flu.

Finally in 1910 he moved to the 
old Smith and Dove mill in Frye village, 
and when Shawsheen village was built the 
present large factory replaced the pictur- 
esque old brick structure. Today it is the 
largest brush factory in the world special- 
izing in textile brushes. 

Frank was born in Buckfield, Me., in 
1871. After a short time spent in Worces- 
ter and Fall River he moved to St. John’s,

Moth superintendent James Buss, in | 
answer to many requests, has prepared 
the following article on the elm leaf 
beetle, which reappeared here last year 
and which has been spoken of frequently 
in the tree warden’s contest: 

Dangerous Locat Pest REAPPEARS 

Numerous requests having come to my 
office, I think that this communication 
will be of some help to owners of trees. 

After being conspicuous by its absence, 
the elm leaf beetle has again appeared 
this past year, particularly in the flood 
area. This insect returns periodically, 
usually over a long range of years, Since 
the beauty of our summer landscape, both 
on the public highway, in the parks, and 
on private estates, depends so much on 
the beauty of our elms, every one should 
be concerned about the control of this 
insect. The following notes are carefully 
prepared to aid all parties concerned in 
the handling of this destructive insect and 
preservation of our beautiful elms. This 
insect works only on the elm tree. 

How Insurious 

The elm leaf beetle feeds on all species 

of elm, but the common English elm is its 


favorite. Wherever it is established and 
abundant it may, under favorable condi- 
tions, keep the elms in a constant state of 


partial or complete defoliation and 
eventually lead to its death. Hundreds of 
elms of all ages are known to have died as 
a result of continuous defoliation by it and 
subsequent attacks by bark-boring in- 
sects. 

EviIpENCE OF INFESTATION 

From the time the buds burst in the 
spring until the leaves are fairly grown the 
leaves show irregular holes made by the 
beetles. Later in the season more of the 
injured leaves are skeletonized from 
below by yellowish black to blackish- 
yellow larvae up to half an inch in length, 
which also may be observed crawling 
along the trunk. Clusters of five to twenty 
or more orange-yellow, elongated-oval, 
tapering eggs standing on end in two or 
three irregular rows occur on the under- 
side of leaves, and naked orange colored 
pupae in crevices and under scales on the 
back and on the ground at the base of 
trees. 

SeasonaL History anv Hasirs 

The winter is passed in the adult or 
beetle condition in any suitable shelter. 
When the buds begin to swell in the 
spring the beetles issue from their winter 
quarters, mate, and feed upon the leaflets. 
When the leaves are fairly well grown the 
females begin their egg laying. In about a 
week the eggs hatch into larvae, which 
begin to feed at once. 

Larvae reach full growth in fifteen to 
twenty days and transform to pupae, 
which six to ten days later, change to 
beetles. In this locality two generations 
are produced annually, the eggs of the 
second generation appearing in July. In 
some localities under favorable conditions 
a third generation may appear. 


CoNTROL 

Whenever there is evidence that the 
insect is present in large numbers, spray 
the trees with lead arsenate just after the 
buds have burst and again two weeks 
later. Aim to spray the under side of the 
leaves. Rains soon after spraying may 
necessitate a third application of the 
poison to keep the trees fresh and green. 
Destroying the pupae at the base of the 
trees by digging up and exposing to 
weathering or pouring hot water or thick 
soapsuds over them will assist in keeping 
the beetle down. 

Simultaneous community action, by 
individuals cooperatively or by the local 
government, is indispensable in the work 
of combating this insect, because unless 
all trees in a community are treated the 
results will be unsatisfactory. Cooperative 
action is advisable because elm trees are 
usually large and require costly spraying 
apparatus. Treatment of individual pri- 
vate trees by the local Moth Department 
or by expert tree companies should be 
arranged for, in order that no trees may 
be left untreated.

Dutcu Exim Dispase 

There is no Dutch Elm Disease in An- 
dover or has there been any evidence of it 
found in Massachusetts. First symptoms 
of the disease are the turning yellow of the 
leaves on branches; only by laboratory 
tests can we be positive that the disease 
is present. Samples of suspected trees 
have been sent for analysis by your local 
Moth Department and all have been 
negative. 

Eim Borer 

Many people mistake the work of the 
elm borer for the Dutch Elm disease, the 
first symptoms being similar. Elm trees 
only are subject to injury by the elm 
borer. The leaves of tops or whole 
branches of infested trees turn yellowish 
brown and fall in the summer, after which 
tops here and there die, as shown by their 
failure to leaf out in the spring, and in 
two or three years the entire tree is killed. 
Thorough search of the trunk and larger 
branches of dying trees discloses patches 
of dead, readily pealing bark with bur- 
rowing roundhead grubs beneath it. 


Tree Docrors OR SURGEONS 


The work of the experts on tree pests in 
the state and federal Government services 
is limited to the study of the causative 
organisms, the discovery and determina- 
tion of practical methods of controlling 
them, and the publication of these for 
general information. The actual work of 
controlling the pest is thus left to the 
individual or community, and the limited 
knowledge of the causes of tree troubles 
possessed by the general public and the 
frequent necessity of using rather costly 
spraying outfits for the control of insects 
and diseases has created a call for experts. 
This requires a knowledge on the part of 
the expert of the fundamental facts of 
economic entomology and particularly of 
the more common injurious insects to be 
encountered on the trees and the remedies 
for them as established by the experts in 
the Government service. His knowledge 
must, of course, be coupled with integrity, 
and he must be equipped with adequate 
spraying and other outfits. 


Tue Crry orn Community ENTOMOLOGIST 


The extension of tree, shrubbery, flow- 
ers and vegetable planting in and around 
cities and towns, both in private yards 
and along highways, with the attendant 
insect problems on the one hand and the 
numerous health and sanitation questions 
in which household and other insects 
enter as a vital link in the transmission of 
disease point to the advisability for such 
communities of engaging specialists to 
look after their individual and collective 
insect problems. The services of such 
specialists would more than pay in the 
improved health of the citizens and their 
surroundings, especially in the prevention 
of insect-borne epidemics, as well as de- 
fopation and other destruction of plant 
ife. 

Further information on insects injurious 
to shade trees will be gladly furnished you 
by your local Moth Superintendent.

Water Figures 


| We are asking for $28,330.00 this year 
for Water Maintenance and $10,875.00 
for Water Construction. 

(The total maintenance budget shows 
an increase of $3,330 of which $1075 is 
wage increase. Minor changes are made in 
the itemized budget, the chief increase 
being $1750 Salaries and Labor over and 
above the restoration. In office rent and 
light $205 is added here.) 

(Under water construction there is a 
net increase of $875 of which 8615 is 
wage restoration and $260 is partly meter 
increase and office rent.) 

Last year 413,587,000 gallons of water 
were pumped at the Haggett’s Pond 
pumping station. This was the highest 
yearly pumpage on record, and the water 
receipts reached a new high of $52,605.21. 
The receipts from Water Construction 
amounted to $3,094.87 making total re- 
ceipts of $55,700.08. 

It will be noted that the total amount 
of money received exceeds the expendi- 
tures of last year by $20,700.00. The 
amounts asked for above are absolutely 
necessary to insure the proper functioning 
of the Water Department. 


Snow Removal 


The Board of Public Works is asking 
for $10,000.00 for snow removal and 
sanding, $4,000.00 of which is to be avail- 
able for the purchase of equipment, if 
necessary, at the discretion of the Board 
of Public Works. 

We wonder if the snow removal and 
sanding appropriation is thoroughly un- 
derstood by our citizens. This appropria- 
tion covers the plowing and sanding of 
streets and sidewalks, and also includes 
the cost of erecting and taking down of 
snowfence and the maintenance of plows 
and other equipment. 

As you are aware, certain sections of 
Andover are very hilly, and during slip- 
pery weather, the roads and sidewalks 
must be sanded to avoid accidents. This 
service is very costly, but we have been 
of the opinion that it is worthwhile. We 
are willing to be directed as to what 
service the citizens would like, but in the 
absence of any opinion in Town meeting 
or otherwise, we assume that we are to 
hor along the lines of the past proce- 
dure. 


Sewer 


The sewer appropriation represents an 
amount necessary to care for the main- 
tenance of the sewer system and the in- 
stallation of house services. The entire 
cost of the house service which runs from 
the sewer main to the house is paid for by 
the property owner and is turned into 
free cash. Last year the amount charged 
was $502.53. 

This amount compares favorably with 
appropriations for the last few years and 
does not cover in any way the cost of 
installing main sewer lines in the streets. 

(The sewer total is $6071, an increase of 
$371 of which $235 is wage restoration. 
There are minor changes, including $36 
for light and rent.) 


Park 


The park appropriation calls for a sum 
of money to purchase a new power mower.

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It is essential in the Department this 
coming year since it will be necessary to 
care for the large playground in Ballard- 
vale located at the corner of Woburn and 
Andover Streets. If this were done with 
hand-mowing machines, the additional 
cost for labor would exceed the cost of the 
mower. 

Since the playgrounds are being used 
more and more not only by the children 
but by the grown-ups, the demand for 
their care is ever increasing. 

Since Article 28 was inserted in the 
Warrant, the Board of Public Works has 
effected a continuance of the Agreement 
with Andrew Basso subject to the ap- 
proval of the Town authorizing a repre- 
sentative of the Board to enter his premi- 
ses for the purpose of retrieving balls and 
no action on the above article will be 
necessary. We will, however, require an 
appropriation of $100.00 for one year’s 
payment to Mr. Basso and $600 for the 
building of a fence on the property line. 
These amounts are to be added to the 
park appropriation. 

(The total park request amounts to 
$5859, or $1209 more than last year. Of 
the increase $325 is wage restoration, 
$300 is added wages over and above the 
restoration, $600 is for the fence and there 
are other minor changes.) 


Summary 


Without the wage increase we are ask- 
ing for $1,990.00 less than in 1936 plus 
$650.00 for light and rent that has been 
set up in our budget to care for our new 
quarters at $2 Park Street. This figures 
$2,640.00 less than in 1936. 


River Road—Article 10 


Six thousand dollars is being requested 
under Article 10 as the Town’s share for 
constructing the last section of River 
Road, the length of which is approximate- 
ly 3500 feet. 

We believe it to be good judgment at 
this time to construct this last section be- 
cause the State is continuing its policy 
of paying one-half the cost of construction 
and the County one quarter. 


Article 12 


During the last few years there have 
been built with Federal Funds under 
C.W.A., E.R.A., W.P.A. and FARM TO 
MARKET, approximately fourteen miles 
of gravel roads that were never given a 
hard surface treatment. There is a con- 
tinual maintenance expense to keep these 
roads in repair due to erosion, washing 
out and scraping. If allowed to remain 
without treatment for six years, practical- 
ly fifty per cent of the entire investment 
of $100,000.00 will be lost. 


{t was our desire to hard surface these 
fourteen miles of gravel roads this year 
thereby reducing the maintenance cost 
and saving the initial investment. 

Unless this type of road has almost 
constant attention, it becomes dusty and 
washboardy and is a source of continuous 
complaint from those who have occasion 
to use it. Taking all these factors into 
consideration, we asked for an appropria- 
tion of $40,000.00 under a three-year bond 
| issue. 

In checking the legality of this article, 
it was found illegal to bond this particular 
type of work, and we have inserted Arti- 
cle 12 in the Warrant asking for $5,000.00 
to do approximately one-eighth of the 
work this year. We believe the balance 
should be cared for as soon as the Town 
is financially able to do it. 


Automobiles—Article 14 

The Board of Public Works is asking 
$1500 for two automobiles. 

One is to replace the car used by the 
Superintendent; the other to replace the 
small Dodge pick-up truck used in the 
Water Department. Both of these cars 
were purchased in 1982, and due to their 
age and service, the maintenance cost 
is NOW excessive. 


Lien Act—Article 28 
The Board of Publie Works has in- 
serted the following article in the Warrant: 
To see if the Town will vote to accept 
Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1923, rela- 
tive to the collection of water rates, on 


petition of the Board of Public Works. 

This was prompted due to our delin- 
quent water takers and to better protect 
the Town’s interest in the collection of 
water rates. This procedure is now in ef- 
fect in neighboring towns. ; 

If this article is accepted by the Town, 
it will give the Board an opportunity to 
better protect the Town’s interest in the 
collection of water rates. We have found 
this would have been very useful when 
property is transferred from one party to 
another. If the water bills had been a lien 
on the property, we could have collected 
them without undue time and expense. 


Sidewalk Plow 


When organizing our sidewalk plow 
routes, it was discovered that there were 
not available a sufficient number of 
horses to care for all our sidewalk plows. 
With this condition confronting us, it was 
found necessary to look for other methods 
to handle this class of plowing. After 
carefully looking over the equipment used 
by other towns, it was decided to purchase 
a sidewalk tractor plow. 


Before proceeding the Board consulted 
with members of the Finance Committee 
and the Board of Selectmen, and both 
parties agreed that the purchase of this 
type of snow removal equipment was a 
sound investment. On the strength of 
this, we asked for bids on a sidewalk 
tractor plow and received a very favor- 
able price. 

It has been the practice in past years 
to pay for such equipment out of the 
sanding and snow removal appropriation. 
However, when the bill for the plow was 
presented for payment, it was questioned 
by the Town Auditor on the ground that 
it should be authorized by the voters at 
Town Meeting, and her stand was sup- 
ported by Mr. A. W. Waddell, State: 
Director of Accounts. The Board then 
realizing their responsibility in keeping 
sidewalks open and in being unable to 
purchase the necessary equipment, ar- 
ranged with the lowest bidder for rental 
of the above equipment for the months of 
January and February, the understand- 
ing being to ask the Town to purchase it | 
at the regular Town Meeting. By this 
arrangement, the ‘Town would save 
$161.00 on the purchase price. Taking all 
things into consideration, we believed we 
were working for the best interest of the 
Town not only from a protective but from 
a financial standpoint. 


To avoid any misunderstandings sim- 
ilar to the one mentioned above, it is our 
intention to ask for a part of the snow ap- 
propriation for snow removal and sand- 
ing, a part for the purchase of equipment 
such as truck plows, and any other neces- 
sary snow removal equipment as may be 
deemed necessary, at the discretion of the 
Board of Public Works. This procedure 
meets with the approval of the State 
Director of Accounts. 

Complete data on Article 11 calling for 
two new boilers at Haggett’s Pond pump- 

,ing station is not available at this time, 
but we will give full information next 
week.
